ONE OF FIVE BANNERHEADS REPORTED US "REFUSAL TO SEND 
CEASEFIRE OBSERVATION FORCE (TO EGYPTIAN-ISRAELI FRONT)" 

AND WASHINGTON CALL TO MOSCOW TO ADOPT SIMILAR STAND. 
BANNERHEADS CAPPED MAIN STORY REPORTING CONTINUING FIGHT- 
ING DESPITE TWO SC CEASEFIRE RESOLUTIONS AND SADAT'S
